PROPOSALS TO BUILD THE CRUISERS. 
eRecretary Whitney in his advertisement for 
jropocals for the new cruisers, authorized by 
wngress last winter said that all plane and 
Hecifications must be submitied by July 15, 
Atthe close of business at the department to- 
dey, but ten persons or companies had offered 

tmplete proposals. Numerous designs for 
perts of the veseels aad parts of the 
mechinery had been submitted. The Union 
iron works of Sau Francisco is tae only 
prvete ship yard that offered propogfals. Tae 
designs submitted were for one large cruiser. 
The other plans are from naval oitticers and 
paivate parties. Admiral Porter has oifered a 
lan for one vessel. Naval Coastructor W. L. 
intonge submitted plans for four vessels, 
oe 5,000 ton ship, one 3,600 ton ship, one 
1600 ton and one 500 ton ship. The bureau 
o construction and repair offered designs 
for five vesssels. Oue of 5,000 tons, another of 
$100 tons, third of 1,700 tons, fourth of 1,600 
ons and fifth of 1,800 tons. Plans for the 
tigines of these vessels have been prepared by 
the bureau of steam engineering. Naval 
constructor, Philip Hickbern, has submitted 
theplans for a cruiser of 4,500 tons dis- 
Placement. The design is for a powerfully 
armed vessel, carrying thirteen six-inch and 
four erght-inch breech loading rifles. The ves- 
felisto be ship rigged and to have three- 
Quarter sail power. The average speed at sea 
mall weather is stated at tourteen knots; iu 
tmooth water fifteen knots. The plans pro- 
vide for a ship’ 315 feet long on water line, 45 
feet extreme breadth. Mean draught 
is 26 feet, 3. inches. The bottom to be 


- theathed and coppered. The vessel is design- 


ed to'be as far as possible independent of docks 
and coaling stations. Capacity of bunkers is 

lanned 800 tons, sufficient to carry a vessel to

SECRETARY BAYARD SAYS HIS SAY. 

The Evening Star tonight says editorially: 

Notwithstanding the impression sought tobe 
conveyed in various quarters that the Star’s state 
ment the other day to the effect that the p'éesident 
had called a baltinthe matter of removals from 
office was put too strongly there were substantial 
T@EABODE at theitime for believing it to becorrect,and 
evidence 5. bot wanting since, that 
those rwinging the official are moving with much 
more moderation than they were a couple of weeks 
ogo. ‘lt was not claim then, and it is not 
claimed now, thet removals are not to be made. 
it would be nonsense to suppose /o. Mauoy 
changes will be made in important places 
as well as in those which the 
public give little or no attention, 
end doubtie®s as fast as prudence will permit: put 
tbe president will see to it that his party is not 
hurt more than it is helped by the process. as it 
was in danger of being by the acts of those who 
regard office seeking and office giving as the sole 
object of its existence. Those who know Mr. 
Cleveland best, are firmest in the belief 
that his expressions in favor of 
the civil service reform were not 
mere idle words. Thathe isa partisan president 
is not to be denied; but he believes his party will 
be strengthencd most by giving to the country a 
tafe, conservative administration, and it is be- 
comil g toleraby clear thathe does pot mean to 
turrender his convictions at the clamor 
of thore who hold spoil above 
every other consideration; some additional 
light is thrown on this point by report of recent 
exchange of opinions between prominent demo- 
cretic members of congress and Secretary Bayard. 

The interview referred to is as follows: 

‘**] bao a serious talk with Secretary Bayard not 
long ago,”’ remarked H prominent 
Oc mocraric congressman to a Star 
reporter. “I warned him against the policy 
this acministration is pursuing with referenve to 
appointments. Itold him that the democrats 
had net maintained the politica! warfare for over 
twenty years just to keep their  polit- 
ical enemies in office, and I warned 
him that if the ad ministration 
did not change its policy it would become involv: 
ed in sea of complications. The secretary looked 
meiag the face and straightening up, replied: 
“The sea of complications will be weicomed in 
such an itsue.’’ 

‘But, Mr. Secretary,’’ I purgued, ‘“‘let me tell 
you that the democrati masses, men 
who do-the voting avd give their time aad 
their money to secure party success, will say that 
if the republicans only are fit for office, thatif 
tt edemocratic administration can’t find demo 
crats to fill places, they will quit work. And 
they’l) do it, too.’"’ To this Secretary Bayard re- 
plied: ‘‘Then poser government is afailure, If 
# party is to administer government only to put 
its followers in offiec, popular government isa 
faiiure.”’

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A Notorious Murderer Hanged in Cincin- 
pati, 

Cinctsnati, O., July 15.—The execution of 
Jcetepb Paimer, colored, here this morning is 
the Jast that can take place in this 
c.unty under. the present law, which de- 
signater the Ohio penitentiary as the place for 
future executions. Palmer’s crime was the 
murder of William H. Kirk, in his stable in 
the afternoon of December 24, 1883. The ob- 
ject ot the crime was robbery. William Ber- 
ner and Palmer, both of whom had been em- 
ployed by Kirk, planned and executed 
the murder. They were almost immediately 
arrested, and both confessed, each charging 
the other with having struck the fatal blow. 
It was the verdict in the Berner case of man- 
slaughter, that was the chief inciting cause 
of the riot in which the courthouse was burn- 
ed in 1884. Berneris now in the Ohio peni- 
tentiary, serving out his sentence of twenty 
years. Palmer has been unusually stocial, al- 
though he had recently permitted the minis- 
trations of a Catholic priest. The execution 
was private, in the jail yard, the scaffold 
being shielded from view by a stone wall 
and alargeawning. Promptly at 10 o'clock 
the condemned man was led on the scaffold, 
where a short prayer was said by the priest. 
Palmer said nothing. The deputy sheriffs 
were now so excited that they could scarcely 
adjust the rope. At two minutes past 16 
o’clock the drop fell, but Palmer was such a 
powerful young man that his neck was not 
broken. He writhed fearfully, and at the end 
of twenty-six minutes the sheriff announced 
that the execution was over, but the body was 
not cut down until some minutes\ater.

THE REPUBLICANS MEET IN CON- 
CLAVE AT RICHMOND. 


Riédlieberger and Mahone Exchange Effasive 
& Greetings—As Usual Toey Have Malt ‘a 
Dogen Disturbances in the Meeting aod 
Bverything is Boiling Mot. 


Ricumoxn, Va., July 15.—The republican 
state convention met today, about 650 dele- 
gates and alternates being present. Of these 
nearly 200 were colored. General Mahone 
meade his appearamce on the stage and was 
received with tumultuous applause. He ad- 
dreseed the convention, acknowledging the 
honor bestowed and expressing his apprecia- 
tion of the continued confidence eo warmly 
manifested. He did not court the trust re- 
posed in him because of the tireless anxiety it 
imposed, and would- rejoice when the time 
would come when he could give it up. The 
caure in which they were engaged 
was the cause of human rights 
and American unity, the cause which gave 


protection to American labor. They were 
here to give expression to sentiments of an 
outraged people, and by this outspoken sen- 
timent they might rest assured that in No- 
vember next the people ot thecommonwealth 
would signify their abboi rence of the manner 
in which afiairs have been administered. The 
cempaign would be inaugurated to enforce the 
readjuster settlement of the public debt and 
deteat the enforced repudiation which their 
bourbon opponents would impose. General 
Mahone closed with a scathing tirade against 
bourbon leadership and bourbon methods in 
the state. 

Resolutions were adopted empowering the 
chair to appoint a committee on credentials, 
permanent organization and resolutions, the 
latter committee to report a platform. 

A resolution to limit debate brought Senator 
Riddleberger to his feet in opposition. He 

ledged himself to the republican nominee, 

ut characterized the resolution “with all the 
emphasis and responsibility that I can back it 
up with as but another of your machine meth- 
ods which he proposed to resist to the utmost.” 
The resolution was finally carried. The plat- 
form was read by Wm. C. Elam. The plat- 
form pledges fidelity tothe party; opposes 
tampering with the present tariff, and de- 
clares opposition to the present administration 
in the following resolution: 

We declare our resolute opposition to the pres- 
ent federal administration, as a fit creature of the 
immoral and faithless relations of apostate repub- 
licaps with the national democracy, apd as the 
national product of the folly, fraud, force and 
perfidy. 

The platform then declares: 

For a free ballot against the bourbon ballot 
killer; for free schools and increased appropria: 
tions; for the enlargementand extension of the 
system of opposition to bourbon hostility to free 
cducation; jor the enfercement of the readjuster 
se*tiement of Lie atate debt; for free labor and its

When the convention come to 
order Riddleburger said: “Gentlemen, 1 am 
not conscious of having done wrong, but if in 
your judgment you think | have, charge it to 
Mahone. He can stand it better than 1.” 

At 2:30 a. m, the convention was still in 
session, with no prospect of adjournment. ‘

The Condition of Affairs at Industrial 
Centres. 


Bay Crty, Mich., July 15.—At a Madison 
park meeting last night speakers advised the 
strikers to retire to their homes peaceably and 
quietly and to remain there, avoiding large 
congregations, and tohold no more public 
meetings. Troops have arrived and are quar- 
tered in the city. The strikers are quiet, and 
subscriptions are being taken up to assist them 
to nana the siege, in case of a protracted 
strike. Both sides seem to be settling down 
for a contest of endurance. 

THEY HANG ON AND GROWL. 

East Sacinaw, Mich., July 15.—There is 
practically no change this morning in the 
situation, which hes reselved itself simply into 
a question of endurauce between the strikers 
and mill owners. The mills of Whitney, and 
Bachelor & Hamilton, McClure & Co., down 
the river are running.

Co. started their salt block this morning, and 
will start their mill tomorrow. A number of 
manufacturers are aleo getting ready to resume 
work. A large meeting of workmen was held 
this morning, and was addressed by Repre- 
sentative Barry and others. The remarks of 
speakers were of the usual tenor, save that 
moderation and submission to the law were 
counseled. .

Officials of the Eest Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia Railroad Catch the Orooks at their Work 
~ Forging Railway Tickete— How the Vil- 
leins Were Spotted and Arrested. 


The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad preeents Atlanta with the sensation 
this morning. 

The Richmond and Danville road gave one 
yesterday and sealed proposals for the one 
tomorrow, will be received to-day. 

The East Tennessee sensation is the detec- 
tion of a number of counterfeit tickets and 
the arrest, by Captain Crim, of the counter- 
feiters. 
® Several days ego a man entered Flint’s 
ticket exchange, in the Markham house, and 
expressed a desire to sell some tickets, 


‘«Let’s see ’em,” said the man of tickets. 

The stranger handed out six East Tennessee 
tickets. Two called for a first class passage 
from Atlinte to Bristol,two granted the same 
privilege from Atlanta to Macon, and the oth- 
er two were intended to carry passenger from 
Atlanta to Brunswick. Mr. Flint picked up 
the tickets, looked at the faces and the backs 
and purchased them. This was about a month 
ago. Some deys after the scalper bought the 
tickets he had occasion to 

HANDLE ONE OF THEM. 
snd in doing so noticed that in dating them 
on the back the stamp had been so arranged 
thet the month June was spelled out. This 
attracted Mr.Flint’slattention. Because he had 
always been led to believe that Juae was one 
o1 the movths that was abbreviated in dating 
tickets. He then went through his ticket 
recks and found that all the tickets he had 
on hand except this batch ofsix issued in 
June were 80 abbreviated. His investigations 
induced him to believe that he had been im- 
pesed upon and that he bad purchased six 
counterfeit tickets. Mr. Flint called upon Mr. 
Jack W. Johnson, the local agent for the East 
Tennessee and handing him one of the tickets 
pointed out the “E” in June, and asked him 
if it wasa counterfeit ticket. Mr. Johnson 
quickly observed that in the tickets he knew 
to be genuine there was no “‘E”’ in June, and 
that in the place of that letter there was a 
period. He was familiar with this fact, how- 
ever, before. The ticket which Mr. Flint had 
presented was No. 3,466. Mr. Jehnson at 
once telegraphed to the general auditor’s office 
in Knoxville, asking him who was charged 
with ticket No. 3.466. Ina few minutes he 
received an answer stating that his office was 
charged with that number. Mr. Johnson 
then examined bis ticket rack. He was

The 
captains tried to get the government officials 
in Atlanta to aid them, but they declined and 
they have been working quietly since, hoping 
to be able to get the evidence necessary to 
convict. 

Sondly,the other man was once a conductor on 
the East Tennessee road. He is an old printer, 
end was the first to weaken, and after being 
locked up last night he manitested a desire to 
do anything to obtain his freedom.

Mr. Gordon said that as 
far as real local option was concerned he was 
heartily in favor of it and so he considered 
wes tbe way the matter was regarded by his 
collesgues and the house and the world at 
large. But he thought the advocates of the 
b:)) had lost sight of loeal option.. The usual 


method in local option has been to agitate the 
question ip communities until there was 
A DPCIDED SENTIMENT 
in support of the movement, and then to ask 
the jegisiature to pass a local bill allowing 
the election to be held. Without the sowing 
of the eeed in that way and without prepara- 
tion like i bat, if you hold an eleetion you will 
be whipped. lf you force prohibition, which 
fw what you ere really aiming at, ahead of the 
moral ical ut of the people, you will have 
Lobe oi the good results that 
you hepe to accomplish, On the 
contrary, you will find strife 
and trouble andconfusion. A law that is io- 
operative is worse than no law. it is a 
mockery and does harm. To have on your 
statute hooks a Jaw that is openly violated en- 
covrages crime and law-breaking, In the 
country towns, he said, probibition was all 
right. ‘There it is nece:sary for the peace and 
protection of the people, and men favor it for 
self protection, but in the city there is not the 
seme need for it. The police keep order, and 
everything is arranged for the preservation of 
the peace. Hesaid tbat the impatience and 
zeal of the advocates of probibitien might be 
the means of undoing a great work. In the 
first place the people of 
BIBB AND CHATHAM 
have never asked the legislature to pass the 
law which it issought to force upon them. 
In Chatham itisatthe present time abso- 
Jutely impossible for one election or fifty to 
be carried in favor of the temperance cause. 
Understand we are not all drunkards. We 
have societies for the preventien of iotemper- 
ence but whatcan be carried with some olf 
you cannot be carried with us and if it can- 
not why will you caure strife where peace now 
exists?

They are not 
kecpers of corner grog shops. They are among 
the best of our farmersand market gardeners 
and successful citizens, industrious, sober and 
just as good citizens as live upon the soil of the 
state. With them beer is as much a 
NECESSITY AS BREAD OR MEAT 
and in many countries in Europe beer takes 
the place of meat with the laboring classes 
who don’t get meat more than once or twice a 
week. When they come to this country they 
stilldrink their beer in place of eating meat 
and they deserve recognition. Mr. Gordon 
wenton toshow how expensive it was for 
elections to be held and the trouble 
and confusion that they caused and 
said that under the operations of the 
bill it wes possible to hold fifty elections in 
Chatham county every two years.

Iam glad to learn from Mr. Raoul that he was 
pot correctly report«d as to what he said to your 
pono: ab-e committee with rega:d to the threaten- 
ed pankruptcy of the roads within the state of 
Georgia. The corrected form of his statement, as 
made dy himeelf, however, does not alter the ap” 
propriateness of the statement which I had the 
to presentto you although there is a vast 
difterence between the import of what was under 
gtood to have been said by him, and what, he says, 
was really sta‘ed. 

What he claims to bave said, and as repeated by 
him in his reply to my statement, contaius two 


_peparate propositions, as follows: 


1. “Ifthe same per ceiitage of depreciation in 
yates continues for thenett five years as has ob- 
#ained tor the past five years, there will not be a 


solvent railroad com pauy ip Georgia.”’ 


9, “With a continuance of the rates now in effect, 


“qf the roads are cailed upon to face, for three 


years, a depression in trade and business equal in 
geverity to the commercial and financial stagna- 
tion of the several years succeeding the financial 
crisis of 1873, it is a matter of grave doubt if any of 
the roads in the state can earn the interest on their 


_ fixed charges.”’ 


I will firet attem pt to show the erroneousness of 
4bese propositions, and then take the liberty of 
considering other portions of Mr. Raoui’s letter to 
‘your honorable committee. | 

I understand Mr. Raoul to mean by the first 
proposition quoted above, that if the commission- 
ers were to take the present rates allowed the va- 
rious railroad companies doing business within 
the state, and make the same proportionate reduc- 
tion thereon that was made upon the rates of effect 
at the time the commissioner's rates went into 
operation, and then reduce the same from time to 
time during the next five years, inthe same pro- 
porticn that they have during the five years just 
passec, “there would not be a solvent railread 
company in Georgia.” | 

So far as his own lines are concerned, this 
proposition of Mr. Raoul might probably be 
partially correct. 

The rates which were of force upon the lines 
owned “and operated by the Ceatrai railroad 
company were considered so extravagantly high 
and irregular, that an immediate aud effeftive re- 
duction was found necessary at the very com- 
mencement of the active operation of the com- 
miwiou. There are, however, roads within the 
plate of Georgia that could stand the same propor- 
tic rate reduction for the next five years that has 
obtaiu<ed upon the them for the past five years, and 
yet be solvent.

pearfin: Mr. Raoul having made raply to my 
form eT ststementto your honorable committee, 
pending the last session of the general assem bly, | 
beg to impose UPOD your kind indulgence while I 
take into consideration certain statements and 
figures contained in his letter. 

{am gled to learn from Mr. Raoul that he was 
pot ecrrectly report«d as to what hesaid to your 
hono:able committee with regaid to the threaten- 
ed bankruptcy ofthe roads within the state of 


Georgia. The corrects d form of his statement, as — 


made oy himeelf, however, does not alter the ap” 
propriateness ofthe statement which I had the 
honor to present to you although there is a vast 
diflerence between the import of what was under 
gtood to have been said by him, and what, he says, 
was really sta‘ed.i 

What he claims to have seid, and as repeated by 
him in his reply to my statement, contains two 
peparate propositions, as follows: 

1, “‘Ifthesame per centage of depreciation in 
yates continue: for thenete five years as has ob- 
tained tor the past five years, there will not be a 
solvent railroad com pauy ip Georgia.”’ 

9. “With acontinuance of the rates now in effect, 

iithe roads are cailed upon to face, for three 
years, a depression in trade and business equal in 
severity tothe commercial and financial stagna- 
tion of the several years succeeding the financial 
crisis of 1873, it is a matter of grave doubt if any of 
the roads in the state can earn the interest on their 
fixed charges.’’ 
_ J will first attem pt to show the erroneousness of 
these propositions, and then take the liberty of 
eepsidering other portions of Mr. Raoui’s letter to 
your honorable committee. 

Iunderstand Mr. Ravul to mean by the first 
rroposition quoted abcve, that if the commission. 
ers were to take the present rates allowed the va- 
yious railroad Companies doing business within 
the state, and make the same proportionate reduc- 
tion thereon that was made upon the rates of effect 
atthe time the commissioner's rates went into 
operation, and then reduce the same from time to 
time during the next five years, inthe same pro- 
portion that they bave during the five years just 
passes, “there would not be a solvent railroad 
company in Georgia.’ 

So far as his own lines are concerned, this 
propusition of Mr. Raoul might probably be 
partially correct. 

The rates which were of force upon the lines 
owned “and operated by the Cegtrai railroad 
company were considered so extravagantly high 
ava irregulay, thatan immediate and effe@tive re- 
duction wes found necessary at the very com- 
mencement of the active operation of the com- 
mixion. There are, however, roads within the 
piace of Georgia that could stand the same propor- 
tic rate reduction for the next five years that has 
obtain<d upon the them for the past five years, and 
yet be solvent. I think that the following tabie of 
rates showing those of force upon several roads of 
the state at tne time of the establishment of the 
commission, together with the rates which were 
adopted by the cemmission and which went into 
effect May ist, 1880, will sufficientiy substantiate 
what! have stated upon this point:

A thorough analysis of the above table is nec- 
€fsary to a full understanding of its bearing upon 
the question. Ifthe figures, as presented by Mr. 
Raoul therein, are correctly arranged, then his 
company is in an exceedingly bad condition. But 
we assert that thistable does not correctly repre- 
sent the financial condition of his company. 

I shall hope to be able to show you. 

1. That in the term ‘operating expenses,’’ Mr. 

Raoul bes included allthe money expended for 
Lew steel rails, pew care, new engines, new depots, 
Lew side tracks, new buildings, etc. 
_2. That he has borrowed more than four mill- 
ions Of dollars, for which he has mortgaged the 
roed within the state of Geor- 
gia, for the purpose of purchasing a 
steamship line and interests in railroads in other 
states, aud hes charged the interes on this borrow- 
ed money to the roads within the state. In other 
words, be bas taxed the roads in Georgia to pay 
the interest on the money borrowed to make in- 
vestments outsiee of the state. 

8. That the Central railroad com pany is not only 
required to pay an exceedingly exhorbitant rental 
jor certain roacs within the state, but have ac 
tually contracted to both pay the bonded indebi- 
«dness of one of these leonet lines, and to issue 
them certificates of indebtedness (or watered stock ) 
10 the amount of $1,600,000, interest on which nas 
to be paid by the stockholders of the Central raii- 
road company before they can receive one cent in 
dividends themselves. 

*‘OPERATING EXPENSEsS.”’ 

Mr. Raoul’s table first shows the net earnings 
over ‘‘operating expenses.’’ Tothe casual ob- 
server, it would appear that this latterterm em- 
braced merely the expenses incidental to the 


running oftrains, That it includes the items 
which 1 have already cited, I quote from the an- 
nusl report of the Ceotral raijroad company ol 
1652, Mr. Aiexander, the president, says: 

“It should be bornein mind,in the examina- 
tion of these tables, that no construction accouats 
ure kept open upon any of the roads named; but 
the whole costo! the yearly improvements in their 
condition and out-fit by the substitution of steel 
lor iron rails, and additions to motive power, 
rolling stock, and depot and terminal facilities, as 
well as all taxes, are included in operating ex- 
penses, so that what is reported as net 1s really net, 
and subject only to interestand rentals, or what 
are generally called fixed charges."’ 

Again Mr. Alexander says: 

‘‘As already explained no construction accounts 
are kept open in our system, and the gradual re- 
modeling of all our roads and rolling stuck in 
accordance with modern demauds is done as part 
of the necesrary expeuses of operation, as well as 
the providing of all increased facilities.’ These 
quotstious are so explicit that further comment 
upon this point is unnecessary. 

“FIXED CHARGES.” 

Mr, Recul, in his table already referred to, next 
dc ducts the “fixed charges,’ and immediately fol. 
lowing the table, explains what is embraced ia 
thistexm, He says: 

“In fixed charges are incluced interest on bonds 
and renta!s.”’ 

Again, he says: 

“The fixed charges increased foy 1852. on account 
of the issue of certificates of indebtedness. 

Fixed charges,” therefore, include three items: 
Interest on bonds, interest ou certificates of in- 
debtedness and renta!s on roads. 

We shall consider each of these items to see to 
what extent they are to be charged to the roads 
within the state of Georgia which are owned or 
operated by the Central Railroad and Banking 
Com paby. 

INTEREST ON BONDS, 

Upon this point I wish to Jay down one or two 
propositions. Ist—A road may properly issue a 
reasonable emount of bonds, if absolutely neces- 


sary. 20—The roads or other interests for whose 
ber: ft the amounts on such bonds have been re- 
aliz.d, should be made to pay the interest on said 
bonds.. 

lf the Central railroad company have lesued n 
ressonable amount of bonds for the purpore of in- 
vyertipg the amounts realized thereon upon roa is 
within the state of Georgia, then, upon the riaci- 
ple jnet enupciated, the roads within Georgia 
should be taxed to pay the interest upon said 
bords.

This is a8 it #ppears from the statements of assets 
invbe aunual reports of the Central Railroad 
Com per y. 

but irom statements made by the presidents of 
this company in some of their annual reports,I am 
of the opinion that this does not represent all that 
bas been invested in these respective interests. 
For instance, the above table shows that the Cea- 
tral Reilroad company bave in the Western rail- 
10ad of Alabama, $900.000. Referring to this road 
Mr. Wadiey, in his report in 1875, af- 
ter informing his stockhuiders of the -jeint 
purchase of the Western railroed of Alabama, by 
the Central and Georgia railroad companies, for 
the tum of $3,296 257.02, says: 

“This, divided equally between the two purcha. 
sing companies, gives to each $1,642,128 51. Wails 
the above is the sum paid, orto be paid, by the 
iwo Companies, thpe bonded debt of the Western 
railroad compery siands now at $2,553 000, on 
which interest has tc be paid at therate of 8 per 
cent, }erannum. Tkerefore, if the road earns 
anpuaily the sum of $204 240 net, it will not be a 
tex upon the companies owning it. On the oth- 
¢r hand. should it fall short of this amount in its 
net carpings, the deficit must be provided by the 
purcbasipg dompanies.”’ 

Mr. Raoul, in his report in 1883 says: 

‘As btated in thellast report: of this company, 
ste ps were beimg taken to organize the purcoesers 
of tbe Western Kailroad of Alabamainwtw a corpo- 
raie Company. ‘bis was consummated in March 
last and the company incorporated in accordance 
with the laws of Alabama, under the corporate 
name of the ‘Western Railroad of Alabama.’ The 
capital stock bas been fixed at $3,000,000, which, 
when interest and all other expenses are included 
no more then represents the cost of the property to 
the purchssers.’ 

Tbus, from Mr. Raoul’s statement above quoted 
it would appear that his company, being half 
owner, has invested in the Western Railroad of 
4 labama $1,500,000, er $600,000, more than is repre- 
septed in the teble of assets above quoted. Otaer 
instances migbt be giyen. ie 

In acdition to this, it appears from the reports 
of this compeny that other investments have been 
cancelled by them as being worthless or greatiy 
recuced iu valuation. 

lt appears also from these reports that large 
smcunts of bonds of the Southwestern raiiroad 
com pany, the Muscogee and the Mobile and Girard 
raiirced {com panies, were paid Ly the Central 
reiiroed company. 
~ Dut grenting that the table of assets already giv- 
¢n 1s Correct, we have five millions of dollars in- 
verted in other interests. most of which are with 
out the state, or ove millioa of dollars more than 
the remaining four millions of bonds which were 
is ued in 1872. 

Italso appears that dividends withheld from the 
tiuckboloers were usec for the purpose of aiding 
in the purchase of foreign investments, andin the 
reyment of the debts of the Southwestern railroad 
company. Mr. Wadisy, in his report for 1876, aiter 
referring to payment of certain indebtedness of 
the compavy by the issuance of tri-partite bonds, 
Fays: 

‘The indebtedness of the company beyond this, 
itis expectcd, will be paid from the earniags of 
the road,’’ 

Mr. Alexander, in his report for 1882, savs: 

‘The earpvings and investmcnts accumulated by 
the company during these eight years, euvabled 
the board in 1551 to refund the stockholders iu 
pert for their suspended dividends.,”’ 

Mr. Raoul! in bis report for 1883, says: 

‘*By reference to the statements above given, it 
will be seen that the money uged for paying divi- 
dends upon your Georgia roads has been chiefly 
derived irom the profits on property operated 
outside of the state of Georgia, which has been 
preduced by the foresight and sagacity of a fomer 
Inapagement, in part by the application of the 
esr pings of the road curing past years, to its pur- 
chese, and in part by the productiveness of the 
purchased property.’’ 

RENTALS, 

Tbe Central railroad company 
leesed, the following roacs within 
Georgia, at the prices indicated: 

1— The Southwestern railroad, for the sum of 
about $350,00u per annum, whichis 7 per cent. 
UpeD a capital stock of $5,000,000, 

2—The Augusta and bavanpah, at $73,400 per 
apnutm, or7 per cent’ upon its capital stock. 

3~—The Milledgevilieand Katonton branch, at 
$14.40 per annum, which is7 per cent upon its 
a stock, 

t matters not what may be the earnings of these 
respective roads, orofthe entire system of the 
Cential railroad company, these rentals must be 
paid before the stock holders of the Central rail- 
ioad company cen receive one dollar in dividends. 
This is evinced by the fact that during the great 
financial depression from 1873to ’77, the stock: 
hoiders of the Central railroad company paid the 
above reptals while they themselves were denied 
any dividends. 

In addition to the rental paid the 
Southwestern railroad company as above 
ix dicated, the Central railroad company 
Obligated itself to pay also the bonded 
indebtedness of that company,as will be seen 
from the following quotation from Mr. Wadley’s 
report of 1872: “This company (the Central rail- 
road company) has also paid matured bonds of 
the Southwestern railroad company (which by the 
terms of the Jease of that road were to be paid by 
this company). Thisla®&tamount it is proposed 
to refund by the sale of our: joint bonds.” The 
amount of bonds thus assumed to be paid amouut- 
ed to about $471,500 between 1876 and 1882. As this 
indebtedness was liquidated by the sale of tri par- 
tite bonds, we observe that the®’stockholders of the 
Central railroad company are further taxed to pay 
the interest on money reaiized to pay the indebt- 
ness of another corporation.

Therefore, the directors of the Central railroad 
com paby baye made a bonus to the stockholders 
of the Southwestern railroad company, not ouly 
of the annual interest upon $1,600,000 00, but have 
obijgatea themselves to pay the principal. This, 
they Claim, is in accordance with the terms of 
their lease Coutract. We sincerely doubt the wis- 
GOom and propriety of such a contract. 

RECAPITULATION,

TRAIN MILEAGE STATEMENT. 
Having considered that part of Mr. Raonul’s 
statement which bears upon the question of net 
earnings over “‘operating expenses” and “fixed 


chsrges,”’ I shall now refer to the train mileage 
statepent of Mr. Raoul. ‘Tse following is the 
table which. be presents:

he ie rring to this table, Mr. Raoul says; 

(1 ) *‘He (1) Gees not tell you that the train mile- 
8ce Of 8 road is a measurably correct indication of 
iis volume of business.”’ 

Again Mr. Raoul says: 

(2.) ‘The train mileage has steadily increased 
Curivg ali this time (from 1850 to 1884), indicating 
that the volume of business has increased or the 
character of the traffic has changed so as to in- 
volve a heavier expense in conducting it.”’ 

(3.) Again referring to the increase in train 
mileage, he says: “‘ludicatiug an iuocrease of ton 
Lege out of all proportion to the increase of reve- 
nue.’’ 

Aga‘n Mr. Raoul says: 

(1.) “I do not claim that al’ this falling off in 
revenue, es cOmpared with the previous year, is 
dune to reduction in the commissioners’ rates of 
this year over the com missioners’ rates of last year, 
Very much of it is; yet some i« duc toa lessening 
in the volume cf business passing over the road.”’ 

Again Mr. Raoul sass: 

(5) *“Tbe small earnings of 1884 were due in part 
to small crops.”’ 

Azain Mr, Raoul says in his report of 1581» 

(6.) ‘"The chief cau’ e of this (failing off iu reve- 
ue) is the short yield of cotton in the section 
tributary te your roads, and tosome extent to in- 
creased competition.’’ 

By reference to the above quotations it will be 
noted that Mr. Raoul, in the second and third ex- 
tracts, asserts that the ‘ volume of business’’ has 
incrested, asshown by the train mileage. while he 
edmits in the fourth extract that the ‘‘volume of 
bus)ness’’ passing over the road has “‘lessened’’ or 
cecreased, and attempts to sbow in the remaining 
eXtracts the causes for this decrease, which he at 
tributes mostly to short crops and “increased 
com petition.”’ 

There is evidently an unintentional incongruity 
in the statements made by Mr. Raoul. 

If, therefore, the train mileage, which Mr. Raoul 
faysina ‘‘measurably correct indication of the 
volume of business’’ passing over a road, has got- 
ten bim into ‘‘some confusion,’’ it will not be 
thought strange, that I have not told you that the 
‘train mileage’ of a road is the basis upon which 
to ascertain the volume of business passing over it. 

The tonnage of a road is, I dare say, conceded 
by #1) railroad experts to be the ‘‘measurably cor- 
rect,’’ in fact, the absolutely correct indication of 
the volume of business passing Over a road. 

Measured from this standpoint, and jadging 
from such date agI have, the tonnage of the Ven- 
tral Railroad and Banking company, decreased in 
1884 from that of 1883 between fifty and sixty 
millions of pounds. Yet the train mileage of 1851 
exceeded that of 1888 by 115,724 miles. The actual 
tonnage, therefore, does not bear out the assertion 
mede by Mr. Raoul thatthe traln mileage is a 
‘‘messurably correct indieation of the volume of 
business passing over a road.’”’ 

It will be also noted that the gross revenue has 
decreased in about thesame proportion ag the 
topnage has decreased. 

Abotber notabie feature connected with the 
train mileage table presepted by Mr. Raoul is, that 
in 3881 when the tonvage of the Central rail- 
road COM pany wa* greater than that of 1884 by 
sbout eighteen millions of pounds, and while the 
carrying capacity o! cars has almost doubled 
within the last fc w years, (the capacity now being 
from thirty to forty thousand pounds per Car 
t#guinst twenty to twenty-five thousaud pouads 
io: merly,) the train mileage of 1831 was 443,042 
miles less thau that of 1884. 
There way be just cause for this 
extraordinary increase in train mileage while the 

lonbeege has Gecreased and capacity of cars in- 
crested, but the fact only shows that the “traia 
milesye’’ isnota “‘measurably correct indication 
of the volume of business passing over a road.”’ 
GROSS REVENUES. 

In my former communication to your honorable 
committee, i stated that the gross revenue from 
the throneh business of the Central railroad com- 
pany bad decreased in 1884 from thit of 1883 by 
about $400,000, while the gross revenue from local 
business bad increased about $30,000 in 1554 over 
that of 1883. 

Mr Raoul, in taking issue with me upon this 

oint, says: “1 do not know from what reports 
Major Wallace has drawn these cuncluasiens, or 
bow he hes analezed them, but it is evident that 
what he terms “‘throaghi freight’ is that busivess 
which comes from or goes beyond the state liae, 
ane over which the commissioners have nv con- 
trol; and that he terms “‘local,’’ that basiuess with- 
in the state and over which the commissioners’ 
rates Go contro), and that he hag fa'len iato some 
cobinsion in seperating these distinctive classes of 
treffic”’’ Mr Raoul then quotes from figures in 
his jast annual repori to show that the decrease 
bas been from local business and not from thruugh 
busiveEss. 

Each railroad company doing business within 
the state of Georgia is tarpished with a blank 
form, made in accordance with section 5 of the 
law defining lo@al and through freights, of waich 
the foliowing isa Copy which they are required 
to forward to the office of the commission mouth- 
iy, filled up in proper order:

difficult to determine, butit is evident that the 
earnings on that part of our road (the Atiants 
Civision) will suffer some reductiou.as we are now 
alupdar tly able to doal!l the business that offers, 
which must then be partly divided betweeu tae 
two lines. It is dificult to understand either the 
n otive thet prompted the action of the legisiature 
or those who have undertaken to butid the road, 
Looking at the matter from a businessstand poiut, 
it can hardly be expected that they wiil, jor 

} years to come, recel¥ a 

return for their tuvestment, 
especially upon stock and indebtedness amouating 
to over $70,000 a mile. Ifa return is expected upvu 
such en investment, the patrons of the road must 
be heavily taxed, and in that case we shall not ve 
seriously affected. The only other motive is sap- 
pored to be speculation, ana if thutsucceeds itc.a 
only be a consequence of the great credulity of 
Capitalists unacquainted with the necessity for the 
road that is to be built.’’ 

Under allthe circumstances, I think that the 
Central railroad company bas madea remar«aoly 
fine showing. And,as the country develops, by 
judicious avd wise management, there is o0 rea- 
200 why the Central raiiroad and her great com- 
petitor, the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, 
may not both doa still more handsome busiuess, 
anc pay still larger dividends on their intriasic 
value. 

THE MAKING OF “JUST AND REASONABLE’ BATES 


Mr. Raoul, in alluding to this question, says: 

**T assume that the intention o1 the law was to 
permit them (the railroads) to make fair interest 
vpon the capitel expended upon them 
without considering the amount of 

roperty the com pony owned outside of the state. 

t is pot a question of the wealth of the corpora- 
ticn or of the outside rasources of the stockhoid- 
ere, but the question is, what is a just and reason- 
able rate for the users of railroads to pay, and 
what 1s a reasopabie return upon capital invested 
in a specific property, and how to adjust aad har- 
monize these two necessarily conflicting interests, 
and to do justice to both?’ 

Again, Mr. KRaoulsays: “His (my) figures and 
arguments, however, go to demonstrate that he 
(1) as a commissioner to execute the law of the 
state, Which command just and reasonable rates 
to be made, is taking into consideration as an 
element in fixing these just and reasonable rates, 
the property owned and operated by the company 
outside the state of Georgia, and that he feels jus- 
tified im depressing rates on a railroad in Georgia 
to a point that makes it impossible forit to earn 
anything for its stockholders Decause that com- 
paby owns property outside of the state, the 
profits upon which will enabie {t to assure its sol- 
vepcy. One oftthese p»operties, the Ocean Steam- 
ship company, proved to be of incalculapvie 
service 1n advapcing the commercial interests of 
the state. Should not the energy, the enterprise 
and contributions of its projectors also reap sume 
of its benefits?’’

are just and reasopabie rates, | desire to state (nat 
Mr. Raoul’s assertion that I, as a commissioaer, 
bave taken into covsideration, as an elemeat in 
the making of just and reasonable rates, proper- 
ties owned by the Central railroad company, out- 
ride of the state of Georgia, is entirely erroneous, 
and cannot be substantiated.

Our Birminghem contempotkry seeks to con- 
yey the :mprestion that Atlanta wants ad- 
Venteges that are denied to other towns. 
The very reverse is the cas®, We want, and 
we demand in all equity, concessions that 
have lerg been enjoyed and are still enjoyed 
by Narhyille, a rival jobbing point. We 
cannot see why the railroad companios per- 
mMt the Louisville and Nashville line to at- 
tract trade over their road that they could 
not get if other towns in the south were put 
on esimilar footirg. Nashyvil'eis the petted 
and favored town of the re ilroad corpora- 
tions which the Age shoud atteck as one 
seeking unjust and upreasonabie discriat- 
nations. All we ask is an equal chance with 
Nashville to sell corn, flour, bacon and other 
_ heavy articles to the people of the southeast. 


The territory is common, end the railroad 
advanteges shcuid siso br; eni we cwmnot 
understand why the Queen and (Crescent and 
the East Tennessee lines permii a rival road 
to draw business through a concession that 
should be granied to other towns if granted 
atall. Birmingham is as much interested 
in seeking a remedy egeinst this unjust dis- 
crimipaticn as Atlanta is, and our valued 
contem porery should join hands with us in 
Cemwanding equal rights and fair play for all. 


THE CROP PROSPECTS. 

_ The wheat crop, it is now known, will not 
éxceed 360,000,000 bushels, and may fallas 
low as 330,000,000 bushels. It is the smallest 
crop since 1876, when our population was 
45,500,000 instead of 60,000,000. It may be 
safely stated that.the crop of this year will 
be just about sufficient to supply the de- 
mands for food end seed up to another har- 
vest. There will then remain for export the 
surplus of last year’s crop; and this is yari- 
ously estimated at from 60,000,000 bushels to 
something over 100,000,000 bushels. Ia either 
cate the probable exports will be larger than 
seemed possible a month ago, 

The grea of corn is now estimated by the 
national depertment of agriculture at 74,000, 
000 acres. If this be atrue estimate a crop, 
in such a season as this has so far been and 
may continue to be, of 2 100,000,000 bushels 
is not improbable. Last year’s crop was 
1,795,000,000 bushels, which beat the record 
by 41,000,000 bushels. A cropexceeding two 
thousand million bushels would swell our 
exports of breadstuffs very handsomely, and 
perhaps.overcome the shortage of wheat in 
the eggregate figures. 

Another dependence in retaining a favora- 

le balance in our foreign trade is found in 
the growing cotton crop. There are 18,000,- 
000 acres in cotton, and a bale to three acres 
would give us 6,000,000 bales. A full yield 
might swell the product to 7,000,000 or even 
7,500,000 bales. The supply of eotten is very 
small on account of two short crops, and the 
world can take evena crop of the highest 
figures we have given. 

Altogether the ont!ook is brighter. A great 
corn and a great cotton crop will give us 
plenty of exports, and plenty to mset con- 
sumption at home with. We repeat it, the 
ecuth may surely expect, if the weather 
holds good, a fine fall business, no matter 
what befalls other countr es or other sections 
of this country.

He could separate hisown 
emotion from the realities, but he gave 
too deep a significance to the emotional 
utterances of those who profess to know more 
aboutthe Aimighty than Moses did, though he 
saw him face to face. The mind of this young man 
was logical enough, but his sensibility was deli- 
cately adjusted and refined to adegree. There is 
always war between logic and sensibility, and, in 
this case, the war led to despair. It led to despair 
but it was despair that had no sort of reason for 
existing, for in purity of life and of purpose, 
thought and of action, there is notoneamog 
those who preach sanctification but might have 
regarded Mike Turner as an exemplar,

. J, NOTTINGHAM’S STRUGGLE WITH A DESPERATE 
NEGRO BURGLAR, 

Macon, Ga., July 15~—|SpecialL}—At 38 o'clock 
this morning Mr. J. J. Nottingham, who resides in 
Vineville, had a desperated shhuggle witha negro 
burglar. 


The negro. a short, stout fellow, went to Mr: 
Notiingbam’s house between 2 and 3 o'clock and 
took a ilower stand from tbe front yard and place: 
it under a window of a rear room, By means of 
the stand, whieh resembles a stepladder, the 
feliow entered the toom. Mr. Nottingham and 
his wife were sleeping in the adjoining apartment, 
into whicha coor opened from the room the negro 
entred first. A lamp was burning in the apart- 
ment on a stand near the door. 

Whether or not Mr. Nottingham was awakened 
by the noijse the negro made is not known, but 
when the fellow eppeared atthe door and blew 
the light out Mr. Nottinghem saw him and spraug 
out of bed and grappled him. A desperate strug- 
gieatonce ensued. The two men fought all over 
the room, the negro attempting to escape and Mr. 
Nottipgbam doing bis best to hold him. Duriag 
the struggle the negro stabbed Mr Nottingham 
wiih a keen knife. Two long gashes were receiy- 
ed on the forehead by the latter, and his arms 
were also badly ent. 

Mrs. Jottinsham, awakened by the noise of the 
struggle, sprang out of bed ard excitedly said to 
ber busband:

This is quite evident 
to any butiness man. The allowance of an ex- 
tremely liberal tariffcan not, and will not, make 
the business. Pressed too far, tarifis become pro- 
bibitory. The happy medium must be sought. 

But tne pectsion assumed by some railroad offi- 
Ciels thatthe local rates shall be madesufliciently 
high to pay for all expenses connected with the 
operetion ofa railr . while traffic, known as 
through business, shali be relieved from such bur- 
en, is. not, in my opinion, just and proper. Sach 
& position means unrjust discrimination against 
the Joca)l shipper, and the fostering of industries 
outside of the limits of the state. One of the prin- 
cipal objects of the railroad com- 
mission law of this state is 
to prevent unjust discrimination, and to give pro- 
tection tosbippers to and from local stations, that 

48, points without competition. Railroad compa: 
nies cannot reduce the rates on their through traf- 
fic to a point below the cost of transportation and 
carry op destructive wars with each other, and 
then expect to be allowed to tax its local patrons 
to makeupthe loss sustained by such action. 
Both branches of traffic should be made to bear 
the proportionate expenses incidental to the 
transportation of freight’ and passengers. This 
principle 1 have sought to recognize in the Gdis- 
charge of my duties as a commissioner. 

Mr. Albert Fink, general commissioner of the 
@astern and western railroad lines, whose power 
to make and change rates is far in excess ol that 
conferred upon the railroad commission of 
Georgia, and even more arbitrary, presents 
rome very sound views upon this subject, going 
even farther than I have ever gone. 

I teke the liberty of quoting from his testimony 
delivered before the U>. ited States senate com mit- 
oe on labor and education, September 17, 1883, as 

ollows: 

1. “*The principle that railroad charges should 
be based on the value of services rendered, rather 
than on the cost, is, I think, the correct one.”’ 

2. ‘You bave always to go back to the founda- 
tion, and thatis: ‘What are the charges? Are 
ym reasonable in themselves?’ The amount of 
mg denud paid does not enter into the question at 
b , 


8. “Ido not think the people have anything to 
do with bow you got the railroad, and what you 
paid for it. ‘tne only question is, whether you 
make } eosonable charges.”’ 

4. “It does not make the least difference what 
the is:debtedness of a railroad company isin ar- 
samaing tariffs. * * * They are commercial 
conditions entirely independent of the stock lia- 
bility of railroads. I have shown that the tariffs 
are not based on thecost of the service or on the 
indebtedness of the company. If the rule was 
established that the cost of the service should be 
the baris of all tarifie; then the watering of stock, 
increesing the capital of acompany ficticiously,and 
endeavoring to pey interest on that increased capi- 
ta), would, of course, increase the transportation 
charges, end the complaint would be a just one. 
As it is, the watering of stock may be dove with a 
view to stock speculation, and may affect the in- 
terest of investors and speculators, but it does not 
affect the interests of the patrons of the road ”’ 

There extracts are {rom the testimony of the 
leading railroad official of the United States, and 
present very forcibly and clearly bis views as to 
the principles which should govern inthe mak- 
ing of just and reasonable rates. 


THE EARNINGS OF THE GEORGIA RAILROAD COMPANY. 
My allusion to the earnings of the Georgia 
railroed company heretofore, were purely iaci- 


dental. It was notnecessary to refer particularly 
to that corporation, because its tariff had not been 
affected as much as those of some other roads, 

Isimply asserted thatthe net earnings of the 
Georgia railroad during the year just then passed, 
were reported at $593 000, an amount — to 
ebout 14 per cent upon the capital stock of $4 200,- 
0. ‘This assertion was made upon facts 
Ceriyed irom Mr. Kaoul’s own published report 
which was the only source of information 
then bed. I had no sinister motive, as has been 
accused, in making the statement. It is my desire 
to be 7 perfectly fairand candid in what I 

gmey say. learn from a further investigation of 
the matter that out of the net earnings, the annual 
int resi on the bonded indebtedness of the con- 
pany bad to be deducted. This being done, the 
net income, instead of being a fraction over 14 per 
cent is a jiraction over 12 per cent. 

lhis correction I cheerfully make, but I do not 
admit the correctness of Mr. Raou'l’s statement, 
namely: tbat the Georgia railroad company earu 
ed only about 6 per cept. 

In order to arrive at this conclusion hehas had 
to estimate the bonded indebtedness in addition 
to the capital stock. Lam not aware that thecap- 
ital stock of the Georgia railroad company bas 
bren increased. Itis true thatthe said company 
bas ther assets, but it is also true that they have 
Oth+r liabilties which about offvet each other, as 
will be seen from the statement made below:
